1876. The first had devoted his po- 

ΜΠ ΑΙ cureer to serving ‘the Haps- 
burg Einplre; the second dedicated 
the first parl of his politierl cureer , 
tu the clty of Cologne, but the lat- 
ter ancl most Important part to the 
reconstruction of a democratic West 
Germuny. To Motternich the enemies 
were Liberalism, Nationallsm aud 
Revolution; to Adenaucr they were 
Natlonal-Soclatiam, Sccialism and 
Comoiuinisns. 

Metternicl’s alatesmanahlp suffer- 
ed from the fact that the aim which 
he had gat fer himself — trying to 
xtop the flow of history — was un- 
altainable, while Adenauer's diplo- 
mucy suffered from his lack of flex- 
ibility, particularly on the queation 
of relations with the “other Ger- 
many.” 

As Riinelanders, they were both 
more “European’’-minded than most 
Germans, and did not enre for the 
Prusslans, but Burope signified 
something different to cach of them. 
To Metternich, who was fluent in 
several languages, It waa a Europe 
of legitimate rulers, and to Ade- 
nauecr, Who could barely utter 8
